To  Hon.  Thomas  H.  Kemp, 

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates, 
Annapolis,  Md. 
Sir  : — The  iiudersigned,  appointed  by  section  2nd,  of  Act, 
'No,  296,  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  in 
March,  1862,  Commissioners  to  disbursee  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  appropriated  for  the  relief  of  the  families  of 
Maryland  Volunteers,  having  performed  the  duties  imposed 
upon  them,  beg  leave  to  offer  to  the  Honorable,  the  General 
Assembly,  now  in  session,  through  you,  a  report  of  their  pro- 
ceedings. 

On  the  13th  of  March,  1862,  a  few  days  after  the  passage 
of  the  law,  the  Commissioners,  Benjamin  Deford,  George  R. 
Dodge  and  Sebastian  F.  Streeter,  as  named  in  the  Act,  as- 
sembled in  Baltimore,  and  organized  by  the  election  of  Se- 
bastian F.  Streeter,  as  President  of  the  Board,  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  William  Patten,  Jr.,  as  Secretary. 

An  office  was  obtained  without  charge,  through  the  cour- 
tesy of  George  R.  Dodge,  one  of  the  Commissioners,  then  act- 
ing as  Provost  Marslial.  A  circular  was  addressed  to  the  va- 
rious commanders  of  Regiments,  to  obtain  authenticated  lists 
of  the  men  under  their  commands,  with  the  names  of  those 
dependent  upon  them  for  support;  the  necessary  forms  of  ap- 
plication were  prepared  and  printed,  and  a  system  of  record 
adopted,  in  the  form  of  a  Regimental  Ledger,  for  entries  of 


payments  ;  and  books  of  receipts,  to  be  signed  by  the  benefi- 
ciaries, as  vouchers  for  the  Board. 

Before  commencing  their  active  labors,  the  Board  was  de- 
prived of  the  valuable  services  of  Mr.  Deford,  by  his  resigna- 
tion. After  the  lapse  of  about  two  months,  during  which  the 
undersigned  were  daily  engaged  in  giving  verbal  explana- 
tions, answering  inquiries  by  letter,  examining  and  testing 
applications,  and  colleting  the  regimental  lists,  the  first  pay- 
ment was  made  on  the  24th  of  May,  1862.  This  work  was 
continued,  until  all  the  applicants,  numbering  3831,  had  been 
once  paid. 

The  payment  of  those  residing  in  the  city  was  comparative-, 
ly  easy,  as  the  applicants  generally  appeared  in  person  and 
signed  their  receipts  ;  but  those  residing  out  of  the  city  were 
so  much  scattered,  and  in  different  counties  and  States,  from 
Virginia  to  Massachusetts,  that  it  was  a  matter  of  considera- 
ble difficulty  to  accomplish  their  payment.  Isolated  parties 
were  paid  by  correspondence,  and  in  most  caies  receipts  were 
obtained  ;  but,  where  a  considerable  number  were  found  resid- 
ing in  a  neighborhood,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  act  by 
means  of  reliable  agents.  The  President  of  the  Board  visited 
Cumberland,  Frederick,  and  other  places,  and  arrangements 
were  made  with  the  following  gentlemen,  who  acted  as  local 
agents,  without  remuneration,  in  the  disbursement  of  the 
fund,  and  have  entitled  themselves  to  the  thanks  of  the  Board, 
the  gratitude  of  the  recipients,  and  the  commendation  of  the' 
Assembly :

In  the  midst  of  their  work,  the  Board  were  obliged  to  re- 
linquish their  office  for  the  occupancy  of  Maj.  Gen.  Wool ; 
and  were  supplied  with  another,  in  another  building,  without 


charge,  by  tho  kiiiduess  of  Provost  Marshal,  James  L. 
M'Phail.  After  the  completion  of  the  first  payment,  the 
second  was  commenced  ;^  which  exhausted  the  fund  ;  iiaving 
given,  as  shewn  by  the  table  appended  to  this  rei)ort,  an 
average  of  $(i  50  i)er  a})plicant,  at  each  payment.  The  last 
payment  by  the  Board^  was  made  on  the  12th  of  February, 
1863. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  communicating  with  many  of  the 
applicants  in  the  country,  both  by  the  Board  and  by  the  local 
agents,  a  considerable  time  necessarily  elapsed  before  they 
could  distribute  the  funds  remitted  to  them,  receive  the  re- 
ceipts, and  close  their  accounts  with  thj  Board.  This  has 
been  liiially  done  ;  but  it  is  proper  to  state  that  some  receipts 
are  still  wanting  ;  so  that  the  amount  shown  by  the  receipt 
books,  i'alls  short  of  that  shown  by  the  general  record  of  pay- 
ments in  the  sum  of  $225,  The  discrepancy  arises,  however, 
solely  from  the  non-reception  of  receipts  ;  the  record  book  af 
fording  a  true  statement  of  the  amounts  actually  paid. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  submit,  in  connection  with 
this  report,  a  detailed  tabular  statement  of  the  payments 
made  to  the  different  Regiments,  Batteries  and  Companies, 
and  a  Recapitulation,  showing  the  whole  amount  paid,  the 
number  of  beneficiaries,  and  the  average  amount  to  each,  as 
well  as  a  statement  of  the  account  between  them  and  the 
State.  There  remains  on  hand  a  balance  of  |3  03,  which 
will  be  nearly  if  not  quite  expended  in  the  transportation  of 
the  books,  papers,  &c.  of  the  Board  to  Annapolis.  There 
are  also,  of  office  furniture,  one  desk,  two  pine  tables,  five 
chairs,  one  settee,  two  boxes,  and  inkstands,  cost^pg  originally 
$20  30,  now  in  use  by  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  paying  its 
relief  fund  to  soldiers'  families,  and  which  it  is  respectfully 
submitted  might  be  left  for  their  use,  in  return  for  courtesies 
received  by  the  Board  from  the  city  authorities. 

A  -vVord  of  explanation  may  perhaps  be  necessary  concern- 
ing the  payment  bythe  Board  of  several  of  the  Second  Dela- 
ware Infantry.  Their  application  was  urged  by  Mr.  Maffit, 
the  Comptroller,  and  others,  on  the  ground  that  they  were, 
in  the  words  of  the  Act,  "Maryland  Volunteers  raised  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  States,  and  now  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States;"  that  they  had  originally  enlisted  to  enter 
a  Maryland  Regiment,  but  none  being  ready,  in  their  zeal 
had  entered  the  Second  Delaware  Regiment;  that  their  fami- 
lies were  destitute  and  expected  the  bounty,  and  if  it  were 
6ot  paid  the  effect  would  be  unfavorable  to  future  enlistments 
in  that  count.y.  Though  not  fully  satisfied  that  the  parties 
came  strictly  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  still,  as  the 
number  was  small  and  the  claim  was  urged  by  gentlemen  of 


standing  and  responsibility,  the  Board  decided  to  make  the 
payment,  amounting  to  $162.  They  hope  their  action  in  this 
particular,  as  well  as  their  discharge  of  their  general  dilties, 
which,  though  calling  for  much  labor,  and  occupying  a  large 
portion  of  time,  have  been  performed  without  remuneration, 
may  meet  the  approval  of  the  honorable  members  of  the  As- 
sembly of  Maryland,
